Speech of Ex-Governor Brown 


Response of Governor 
Senter.

NASHVILLE, August 10,~-Ex-Gov- 
ernor N. 8. Brown, in his reception 
speech to Governor Senter, said, among 
other things: Governor Senter, I 
have the honor, in behalf of this large 
assembly, to bid you welcome on your 
return from your home to the capital. 
This reception means something more 
than a mere Itis an homage 
to the great principles which underlie 
our system of government. You have 
been the earnest advocate and the suc- 
cessful vindicator in the late struggle 
of the great right of suffrage. [Vocif- 
erous applause.] You have been the 
friend of a down-trodden and op- 
pressed people, and they have re- 
sponded to your appeals in a voice 
louder than the mighty thunder 
that peals over their own native 
mountains.’ [Loud applause.) You 
dave had the fortune to be the 
standard-bearer, and we have had the 
fortune to be your supporters in enforc- 
ing the great doctrine that taxation and 
resentation must go together. [Im- 
mense applause.] This is liberty; the 
converse is tyranny. The assurance 
given by the late election restores us all 
to confidence, and inspires us with 
a new love for our State and coun- 
try.

RAILROAD MATTERS. 


Preparations fer a Big Law Suit— 
The Sasquehanna Railread War.

BINGHAMPTON, Mass., August 10. 
The managers of the Erie railroad 
were to-day busy preparing to prose- 
cute the Albany and Susquehanna rail- 
road. Very little trustworthy informa- 
tion concerning the position of the case 
can be ascertained, but as usual in such 
affairs, the streets are full of rumors. 
It is known that two special trains 
filled with workmen or guerillas, so- 
called, left this place before nine o’clock 
this morning, on the Albany and Sus- 
quehanna railroad, in Erie cars, The 
first train took out about two hundred 
and the second one hundred and fifty 
men. They were under charge of L. 
D. Rucker, General Superintendent of 
the Erie railroad, and H. D. Pratt, 
Division Agent. They took a good 
supply of flour and beef, and appeared 
more like men on a military expedi- 
tion than a civil mission. 

Most of the men employed on this 
end of the Susquehanna railroad are 
now lying idle, and up to noon no 
trains had arrived from Albany since 
yesterday morning. It is reported that 
the train which left last evening was 
seized at Upton, by a large force of 
men in the Ramsay interest, and their 
intention is to retake Binghamton, if 
they are strong enough. 

About the time the militia arrived at 
the tunnel, near Harpersville, the Erie 
men attacked the other party and 
drove them through the tunnel; the 
locomotive was then taken through 
and came in collision with another at 
the other end. Ramsay's men then 
attacked the Erie men and drove them 
back. Each party held possession of 
one end of the tunnel. Several were 
badly hurt. Mr. Simpson, of Erie, 
was badly pounded with clubs. All 
is quiet now. A provision train leaves 
in the morning to supply the militia. 

The town is full of rumors to-night. 
The only reliable intelligence from the 
scene of operations is that at Block- 
stone the Erie mendrove the other 
party into the tunnel, where some shots 
were fired, and one of the Erie men 
had his hand shattered by ashot. The 
militia from here had just arrived 
there.

‘The receipts of eee general 
merchandise to-day were trifling, and 
had little or no influence on prices, 
while business in the general market 
wus about on the scale reported yester- 
day, though so unevenly distributed 
that while in some quarters it was 
brisk in others it was dull. The weather 
is cool for the season and hard on cot- 
ton, of which we have further unfavor- 
able accounts. Thecomplaints are gen- 
erally of rust and blight. The general 
situation is encouraging, however, and 
the first bales of the newcrop may be 
ex pected before the close of the month. 

The money market is quiet and rules 
close enough to exclude all applicants 
for accemmodation who do not stand 
Al in the estimation of bankers, or 
are not regular customers in good 
standing. Exchange is quiet, with 
bankers checking on New Orleans at } 
premium, and on the North and East 
at % premium. Bills on all points 
can be placed readily with bankers at 
par.
